The plan of tbe Princess* kennels Is 
a tfood one, when there are several 
select breeds lo be kept separate.

ART OF KNITTING 


A BABY'S SOCK. 


Made of Heavy Materials This Sock 
cau bo Worn as a Urwsiug Slipper 


by Chilliren of an Older Growth. 


Materials.—Efsht 
-skeins 
of 
white 


zephyr, 
H].\U-L-II 
skeins coloied. 
fino 
bone crochet hook. 


Make, a chain (with the white wool) 


of thirty-six stitches, join the chain, 
and work seven rows In double chain 
stitch; observing always to make one 
chain 
between 
every 
double 
chain 


stitch. Fasten oft: the thread by draw* 
iiiK It entirely through the last loop. 


Now tlo the white wool, between tho 


sixth and seventh double chain stitch, 
on the seventh row, and work six 
siltcbes. 


2nd row.—Work backward five doubla 
chain over the ^ix just done. 
3rd row.—Work four double chain over 
the live in second roiv. 


4th row.—-Work three -double chain, 
over the four in third row. 


This narrows one every row, and 


completes the stocking part of the sock. 


r. Fold the work directly In half and tia 
the colored wool there. 


Take up every loop and work twelve 


rows In single chain .ititch, wideninK 
one stitch every row at tho points of 
tlm toe. 


Ayafn fold the work, bringing the 


points of the toe opposite each other. 
and sew the sole of the. sock together, 
beginning half an Inch from the heel 
and sewing within half an inch of the 
Htitebes widened at the toe. 


Find the iniddU; Milch between the 


I.ninis of the top, pin'it to the point 
just sewed, and shape the toe by sew-
